S.R.O. 106A—Whereas it appears to the Central Government that the special 
export licences issued in the financial year 1966-57 cannot be utilized within the 
time specified in sub-section (3) of section 22 of the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 1963); 
and 

Wnereas the Central Government considers it necessary or expedient in the 
public interest that such licences be utilized and that the restrictions imposed 
by the said sub-section should cease to be imposed to the extent hereinafter 
mentioned; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by ^ub-section (1) of 
section 48 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby directs that the provi¬ 
sions of sub-section (3) of section 22 of the Act shall be relaxed to the extent 
that a special export licence applied for before the 14th day of April, 1956, and 
issued under section 22 on or after the first day of April, 1956, shall bo valid upto 
the 30th June 1956.

ORDER 

New Delhi, the 5th May 1956 

S.R,0. 1065.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 5 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955) the Central Government hereby directs that 
the powers to make orders under sub-section (1) of section 3 of the said Act in 
relation to all the commodities to which the said Act applies except cotton tex¬ 
tiles be exercisable in the Naea Hills District by the State Government of Assam 
subject to the following conditions namely:— 

(a) No such order shall remain in force for a period of more than six 

months at a time unless before the expiry of the said period its dura¬ 
tion is extended with the prior approval of the Central Government; 
and 

(b) no such order shall have effect in so far as it is repugnant to any 

order made under the said sub-section by the Central Government.
